The  Tuberculosis  work  is  carried  or  t by  the  King  Edward  Memorial 
Association. 
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2 Nursing  — There  is  now  a District  Nurse  available  for  all 
Maternity  Caiss.  and  the  services  of  these  nurses  are  also  available  for 
any  general  nursing  work,  a*  there  is  no  Isolation  Hospital  within  the 
Union,  all  infection*  diseases  have  to  he  treated  in  their  homes 

3 P-or  Law  Medical  Out-Relief.—  The  work  is  entrusted  to  the 
Member*  of  the  District  Couneil  together  with  the  Members  of  the 
County  Council. 

4.  Laboratory  Facilities. — All  exam  nations  are  conducted  by  the  staff 
of  the  Emerge  icy  Public  Health  Laboratory  situated  at  Aberystwyth 

5.  All  surgical  cases  are  treated  at  the  Aberystwyth  Infirmary. 
Mental  deficiency  cases  are  sent  to  Carmartoen  to  the  Three  Counties 
Mental  Home. 

f>.  P;ffieult  Maternity  Cases,  or  ary  where  home  conditions  are  un- 
sui  able  may  be  treated  at  the  County  Maternity  Home,  Aberystwyth.
